Washington, March 10,—Firat 
tests of strength on the four-power 
Pacific treaty will come in the senate 
Saturday, when that body votes on 
the reservation offered by Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas. 

Robinson’s reservation would pro- 
vide that all interested powers may 
participate in any conference called 
under terms of the treaty, instead of 
merely the four signatory powers. 

Senator Lodge, republican leader, 


served notice from the floor that the’ 


senate would be .kept in continuous 
session until this reservation at least 
was voted upon. Lodge's announce- 
ment was taken as heralding the be- 
ginning of night sessions, and as the 
application of the © administration's 
program of demanding a vote if debate 
lags. 
Fate Uncertain. 

As the fight nears a showdown, the 
fate of the treaty is by no means as- 
sured. Best possible information in- 
dicates that the administration forces 
now have a margin of a few votes. 
The margin is scant, bowever, and, a 
few votes in either direction would 
swing the result. Friends of the 
treaty are becoming concerned, and 
are exerting every effort to keep their 
ranks intact. 

There was a lull in debate Friday, 
as the senate laid aside the treaty 
against the wishes of Lodge and con-

Washington, March 10.—Members 
of the house military committee, 
which has been investigating offers 


for the government’s war projects at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., declined to com- 
ment on the announcement in the sen- 
ate today by Chairman Norris, of the 
senate agriculture committee, that he 
was drafting a bill to create a gov- 
ernment-owned corporation to develop 
and operate the power and nitrate: 
plants. 

Some of the members, however, pro- 
fessed to see in the Nebraska sena- 
tors announcement several  fea- 
tures, which they said might not be 
in harmony with the administration's 
policy of keeping the government out 
of yrivate business. Senator Norris, 
in making the announcement, explain- 
ed that it was not his intention to 
favor government operation as against 
private operation df the plants, but 
that he considered his proposal worth 
the senate’s study. : 


Delay Trip. 
Another development today was the 
decision of senate leaders, made pub- 


lie by Senator Norris, not to make 


the trip to Muscle Shoals until after 
action on the four-power treaty. hTe 
prevailing opinion was that the visit 
would be delayed about ten days or 
two weeks on that account. Chair- 
man Kahn, of the house committee, 
also declared he would not go to Ala- 
hama for inspegtion of Muscle Shoals.

The committee confined its efforts 
today to an examination of Colonel 
John W. Joyes, of the ordnance bu- 
reau, war department, who defended 
the contract executed ‘with the power 
company, contending that it was a rea- 
sonable and just contract, otherwise 
he would not have approved it.

The Nebraska senator said later he 
had not put his scheme into writing 
and the details were not ready for 
publication.

Activities of Mr. Wall.

“At some time in January or Feb- 
ruary, 1922, the department of jus- 
tice made some kind of contract or 
gave some kind of appointment, in 
connection with the matter, to an at- 
torney who had been for years in the 
employment of the A., A. rail- 
way company, and who, since the 
appointment of the receiver, ha» con- 
tinued to serve as attorney under 
that office. The nature and extent 
of this official employment or ap- 
pointment we do not know. nor do 
we know whether this attorney for 
the receiver took an oath to observe 
and support the constitution of the 
United States. We do not know 
whether the appointment was made 
on the department’s own initiative 
or upon the adroit suggestion of 
some interested person. We do know 
that the attorney regards himself as 
authorized to perform functions as- 
ually pertaining to the office of the 
district attorney for the northern 
district of Georgia, and that that of- 
ficer acquiesces in this view, and per 
mits the attorney for the receiver to 
appear before the grand jury and to 
employ the powers of the office and 
use the processes of the court, un- 
justly and unlawfully. in the interest 
of the receiver, and in violation of 
the constitutional rights of the mem- 
bers of this committee. 

Whether these two attorneys in- 
tend in good faith to lay indictments 
before the grand jury, or whether 
they intend, in good faith. to perse- 
cute an investigation before the 
grand jury for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether any law has been 
violated, we do not know. Whether 
the members of this committee are 
to be prosecuted, as those attorneys 
intimate, we do not know. And. 
frankly, we do not tare. Conscious 
of the rectitude of our own conduet, 
we are ready to meet them in such 
lawful forum as they may select.”

The attic becomes a temiple 
of titanic wisdor and the crust’ of 
bread and bottle of milk topies for 
frail flippancy. 

One finds the level quickly in the 
village or moves away filled with acrid 
reactions. The daubers, the scribblers, 
the sculptors and others who pursue 
the seven arts can not live there long 
without being influenced by its carefree 
outlook upon life. 

There,is no denying that genius is 
to be found in the village, but laziness 
is the soporific that stifles it. Morn- 
ings are lost in sleep and afternoons 
in remorse. When the candles begin 
to sputter the viliage dons the smock 
anl ’tam, but instead of creative work 
dashes out to the shabby cafes pon- 
derously to discuss the complex and 
reflex. 

The spotlight is a lure. They enjoy 
being stared at by timid sightseers 
from the hinterland. Poseurs all, At 
Bertilotti’s nightly a soulful-eyed youth 
sits alone at a table with pencil poised 
hour after hour—seemingly unmindful 
of the slummers’ curious gaze. Dur- 
ing the day he sells neckties in a 
Broadway haberdashery. 

He is the spirit of the villag 
the spirit of cham intellectualism.

Head of Tech Tells of Beg- 
ging for Funds to Main- 
tain Institution. 


Rapping the legislature for its atti- 
tude toward Georgia Tech, and inti- 
mating that it was largely due to the 
lack of support given the school by 
the state that he decided to go to 
Drexel institute, Dr. K. G. Matheson, 
Tech president, urged the Civitan 
club Friday to co-operate with other 
civic organizations in Georgia in 
arousing the people of the state to a 
proper realization of the importance 
of the institution in the development 
of the state’s resources. 

On motion of Dr. Mell Harden, the 
club authorized its committee on edu- 
cation to commiinicate at once with 
the educational committees of similar 
organizations throughout Georgia in 
the interest of a great awakening to 
the wonderful posibilities for the de- 
the wonderful possibilities for the de- 

Tells of Georgia Resources. 

Dr. Matheson told the club that 
Georgia is one of the richest states 
in the union in resources, but is one 
of the poorest in their development. 
He said that the state produces in- 
telligent men, but neglects to properly 
train them. 

Referring to the Tech industrial 
tour several months ago he said that 
everyone in the north and east agreed 
that Georgia clay is the finest grade 
on the market. and said that he felt 
like bending’ his head in shame as he 
recalled how neglected is that re- 
source. a b 

He related Tech's experlence with 
the legislature two years ago, when. 
he said, the school made a remarkable 
showing to the general assembly as to 
applications for enrollment for the 
approaching term. When an increase 
in the maintenance approprittion was 
asked to care for the 3,000 students, 
he said, the original appropriation 
was cut $100,000 to a mere $112,000, 
He pointed out that in the same year 
Massachusetts Tech was allocated 
$1,400,000 for maintenance alone with 
its student body of only 3.000. 

. Begging for Money. 

Every summer for 25 years, he said. 
he had found it necessary to go around 
on his knees securing funds to keep 
the institution from going entirely to 
the wall. He said that as he goes to 
Drexel he leaves Tech free of debt. 

The educator expressed his regret 
at leavnig Atlanta, and said that in 
all his travels he had never found 
a place he would enjoy as a home 
as he has Atlanta. 6

MORE ABOUT BALDNESS

Other test is to press the thumb nails 


upon the surfaces of the scalp, in 
inmany eases a drop of oil can be 
squeezed out, followed by a worm- 
like filament with a Fellow head. If 
this condition goes on for several 
years, even with a lavish use of ton- 
ics, washes, bay rum or euch alco- 
holie mixtures, the oily dandruff wiil 
hecome dry dfindruff. The hair will 
be without lustre and will begin to 
fall ont. But even so the hair can 
be saved or at least improved. 


One of the first things to do is to 
cover the scalp thoroughly with a 
sulphur lotion or ointment. The 
ointment 4s nothing but powdered 
flour of sulphur mixed with oil, vase- 
line or any pure grease. This should 
be rubbed thoroughly into all parts 
of the scalp, either using the fingers 
or, if possible, an electric vibrator. 
which is, stimulating. 


In severe cases the sulphur oint- 
ment should be rubbed on again after 
u few days, otherwise the scalp can 
be shampooed one or two days after 
the first application. Sulphur attacks 
the thick layer of dandruff, dries it 
up and leaves a, healthier skin under- 
neath, In raré cases sulphur irri- 
tates the scalp and plain oil can be 
used instead. 

If the hair is in very bad condition 
a doctor should always be consulted.

Bee—If you are serious about want 
ing to have bleached hair, you should 
have it done professionally the first 
time. This will pay you as you will 
know how to go on with it. You must 
continue the bleaching, going over the 
roots as fast as the natural color is 
secreted into the shaft of bair. - With 
some people it requires this home 
bleaching two or three times each 
week, while others do not have to do 
this more than once each week. 

Mrs. M. T. F.—You can. remove 
these shells from the shaft of hair by 
combing with a fine-toothed comb 
which is kept wet with vinegar. 
the hair is very fine it is sometimes 
necessary to lace the teeth of the comb 
by weaving a strong silk thread back 
and forth through sections of the 
comb. This will lessen the space be- 
tween the teeth. Kerosene will de- 
stroy the active vermin.

PEANUT BISCUITS 
ARE INTRODUCED 
IN MONROE COUNTY 


Juliette, Ga., March 10.—(Special.) 
That delicious white biscuits, as 
wholesome and appetizing as those 
an] made from the choicest flour, can be 
made from peanuts, is vouched for by 
C. M. Taylor. Mr. Taylor says that 
while living at Conyers, Ga., he ate 
a biscuit made of groundpea flour, 
seasoned with groudpea lard and made 
with groundpea “buttermilk.” 

“Mr. McMillan, a brother-in-law of 
— E. J. * of McDonough, 
took a lot of groundpeas,” says Mr. 
Taylor, “cooked them to a light 
brown, got the shuck off nicely, pound- 
ed them thoroughly with a pestie and 
3 and then got an old-fashioned 
etter press, put the peanut flour in 
it and pressed all the oil out of it 
that he sibly could. 

“He then took some of the flour 
and put it into a Mason fruit jar, 
added a lot of water to it and allowed 
it to ferment, and used it for his 
‘buttermilk.” He added a little soda 
and salt and cooked it, making a pan 
of delicious white biscuits with just 
enough of the peanut lard left in the 
flour to properly season them and 
give them a slight peanut flavor.” 

Mr. Taylor, who for several years 
represented Monrce in the ac se, 
is doing all he can to interest farm- 
ers of this section in growing peanuts 
as a money crop.

JURISDICTION MEET

Washington, March 10.—A confer- 
ence between the interstate commerce

In its rate decisions the supreme 
court said that a general rate increase, 
in some instances, might reduce traf- 
fic and revenues by discouraging 
patronage. 

Such cases would be within the 
saving clause of the order herein,” 
the court said, and make proper an 
application to the interstate commerce 
commission for appropriate exception. 
So, too, in practice, when the state 
commissions shall recognize their ob-

: Prevent Sale of Liquor.

tried in the city court of Atlanta, 
presided over by Judge A. W. Cal- 
houn, during the month ef February.

Court Officials Profit. 

Ifthe fines imposed upon the per- 
sons convicted were paid, the thirty 
cases netted the prosecuting attorney 
and the court Officials other than the 
judge and the policemen who made 
the arrests, quite a Ittle sum, approxi- 
mately $1,885.39, in fines, to which 
must be added the money realized 
from the forfeiture of the two bonds, 
both fines and forfeited bonds going 
as fees into the pockets of the officers 
named.

The 
quotations in the first days of March 
were around $55 a ton. 

Information in reports from Geor- 
gia say nitrates are being quoted 
above $70 a ton, and in some eases, 
selling has been stopped. As the 
farmers are preparing for this year’s 
crops, the situation is considered seri- 
ous. It is Believed the sudden ad- 


vances in the prices of nitrates will

The committee further urged that 
the time periods assigned to the dif- 
ferent transmitting stations for the 
various services be placed under the 
control of the commerce departments 
and also that the radio telephone be 
accorded the status of a public util- 
ity. 

"The recommendations, it was an- 
rounced, have been transmitted to in- 
terested organizations and. companies 
for consideration and the ‘full confer- 
ence will meet again in two or three 
weeks to formulate its final report. 

Legislative Needs. 

With respect to legislation the com- 
mittees urged that the radio laws be 
amended to give the secretary of com- 
merece “adequate legal authority for 
the effective control of the establish- 
ment of all radio transmitting stations 
except amateur, experimental and gov- 
ernment stations,” and the operation 
of non-governmental transmitting sta- 
tions. 

The present development of the art 
of wireless telephony, the committees 
find, warrants the separation of twen- 
ty wave bands. ‘The committees rec- 
vummended that priority first be given 
broadcasting service and that broad- 
casting be divided into priorities in 
this rotation: Government, education- 
al and public, private broadcasting 
including entertainment, news, etc., 
and finally, toll broadcasting. 

In addition to the wave lengths of 
150 and 275 meters for the amateurs, 
additional wave lengths might be as- 
signed to them for some opportunity 
in eXperimental work. The amateurs, 
under the recommendations, would ar- 
range between themselves as to the 
division of their wave bands between 
different varieties of amateur work.
